Chief Kipley has awakened to the serious- 
ness of the situation, and as a precursor to 
further action has issued an order to the 


" police to arrest violators of the anti-noise 


ordinance. He has gone seriously into the 
problemi, and, with collaborators, has af- 
fected *‘ a grand classification of noises ’’ by 
which he expects to be able systematically 
to. root out every source of noise, vocal and 
metallic—the calls of venders, the “ barks" 
of “ barkers,” the shrieks of whistles, the 
clangor ¢f bells. 

‘As a tangible complaint against the non- 
enforcement of the anti-noise ordinance, 
which has been a dead letter ever since its 
passage by the Council on March 20, 1897, 
physicians and hospital surgeons say the 
health, and in many instances the lives, of 
patients demand a suppression of the street: 
noises which the police have allowed to

the Council, begun by Alderman Jackson, 
brought a score of-complainants to Chief 
Kipley yesterday. They told him of specific 
‘cases where noises were a detriment to the 


public peace, 


“ Grand Classification of Noises.”’ 

The Chief had anticipated orders from the 
Council and began at 6 a. m. outlining his 
plans for a crusade. He first wrote an ar- 
ticle for the Daily Police Bulletin, which he 
intended as preliminary to further instruc- 
tions to the police for suppression of noises. 
Chief Kipley’s “grand classification of 
noises” “was made with a view of system- 
attzing’ attempts at their suppression. The 
classification was the joint work of the Chief 


Dr. Samuel J. Jones. Dr. Jones told | 


Chief Kipley that he had remained awake . 
nights on account of noises. He had shifted 
his residence nearly every three months in 


an effort to obtain quiet. He explained that |} 


his investigations had convinced him that 
Chicago ‘was -unrivaled in the multiplicity 
and variety of its noises. Many of the de- 
tails of the kinds of noises were recorded by 
Dr. Jones while he lay awake at night. The 
results of the work of the Chief and Dr. 
Jones will be used in future instructions to 
the police. The noises selectei for im- 
mediate suppression are known in the class- 
ification as “intolerable noises.” For the 
sake of convenience they are classified with 
a distinction in the time of the day when 
they are most prevalent.

Lorimer’s Promise to Come, 

Explanations are made to the effect that 
before he went away the Congressman prom- 
ised that he would come back for the organ- 
ization meeting if it became necessary. The 
demand upon the leaders’ to take certain 
nominees off the ticket is keeping the small. 
politicians and the other candidates all 
gvessing as to whether anything of the sort 
will be done. It is expected that this*ques- 
tion will come before the committee at its 
meeting on Friday. John M. Smyth, Fred 
M. Blount, Mr. Simon, and others are author- 
ity for the statement that the committee has 
no power to take the name of any candidate 
for County Commissioner or Drainage 
Trustee off the ticket.

_ Guessing at Grounds for Protest. 

The protest raised was against the action 
of the convention in refusing to renominate 
the old trustees, and particularly Trustee 
Eckhart. While the grounds on which an 
exposure is threatened have not been made 
known, it is gossiped about that they con- 
cern Lioyd J. Smith. Mr. Smith says he 
does not know what they are. He declares 
that he has no recollection of anything ever 
done by him which would disqualify him 
as a candidate for office. He has stated, 
too, that he has no intention of resigning the 
pominaticn for trustee,

Washington, D, May 22.—[(Special. 
President McKinley told the Boer, envoys 
this morning, during an interview at the 
White House, this government would pre- 
serve its position of strict neutrality as re- 
gards the south African war. He reiterated 
the statements made yesterday in the note 
issued by Secretary Hay. The Roers left 
the White House hopeless of securing any 
recoghition from this administration. They 
will not go back again, * 

The three envoys, Mesars. Fischer, 
Wessies, and Wolmarans, called at the 
White House at 10 o’clock. They were un- 
attended. Their reception was studiously 
informal. They were at once shown into the 
blue room, where they were met by Mr. 
Cortelyou, secretary to the President, and 
Colopel Bingham. Mr. McKinley entered 
the room almost at the same moment, com- 
ing in at another door. After a handshake 
and an exchange of greetings and a few 
minutes’ conversation in the blue.room, the 
President invited his guests to the portico 
overlooking the White House grounds, now 
in their full beauty. The. Presidential home 
became a subject of conversation, when the 
President made inquiries regarding the 
official residences of the Presidents of the 
south African repubjics. Dr. Fischer in- 
formed Mr. McKinley that President Kruger 
lives and transacts his official business in his 
own homé, in preference to the executive 
mansion provided by the Transvaal gov- 
ernment. 

Reference to President’ Kruger 
President an opportunity to speak of the 
attitude, of this government relative to the 
war now in progress insouth Africa. He in- 

formed his visitors that this government 
would continue to maintain strict neutrality. 
The Boer envoys did not broach the subject 
of mediation, the voluntary statement by 
the President having forestalled any dis- 
cussion of the question. ‘After assurances 
by the President that he had been pleased 
to meet them, and with an invitation to call 
again, the interview ended. The envoys 


Ticklish Situation Well Handled. 

Administration officials are congratulating 
themselves over what they believe to have 
been a most adroit handling of what gave 
promise of being an embarrassing situation. 
At the same time the representatives of the 
struggling Boers made a deep impression 
upon the President and Secretary Hay. The 
latter especially was complimentary to Dr. 
Fischer, who so ably presented the case of 
the Boers at the State department. No fur- 
ther appeals will be made by the Boers to 
the President. They have been told plainly 
and emphatically that they can expect noth- 
ing from the administration. ; : 

It is believed to be their purpose now to 
visit some of the larger cities of the United 
States and accept the opportunities that will 
be presented to create friendly feeling for. 
the Boers in their fight for independence, to 
the end that they may have freedom when 
the war is ended, even though ‘hey lose all 
else, Whether they hope to influence the 
administration by rousing public sentiment 
is not fully manifest, but at any rate they 
express hopefulness that their mission to 
this country will not be wholly fruitless. 

Adverse criticism has been heard today 
at the visit of the British Ambassador at 
the State department before the Boer en- 
voys had closed their interview with the 
Secretary. It but emphasizes the charges 
of tod much friendliness between the Brit- 
ish and the administration, to the detriment 
of the south African republics. 

The State department does not expect to 
have any further communication with the 
Boer delegation. Such interchange as oc- 
curred was purely unofficial, it is stafed. 
If the Boer delegates had any credentials 
giving them an official status they failed to 
pres@nt them, or even to refer to them In 
the course of their talks with the officials. 
The only sign of the possession by them of 
diplomatic powers was the instription on the 
cards presented by them, indicating that 
each one of the delegates had been sent out 
as a Minister Plenipotentiary by the Boer 
republics. 

Will Not Be Interfered With. 

Having had reason to anticipate the 
declination of the United States government 
to intervene in behalf of their republics, an 
having thus failed in the primary object o 
their mission to the United States, it is sur- 
mised that the delegates refrained from en- 
deavoring to establish a diplomatic character 
in order to reduce the liability to interruption 
in the propaganda they are about to conduct 
in the country at large. 

Although the United States government 
beyond doubt has the power tostop the prop- 
aganda at any point, and dismiss the dele- 
gates from the United States, it can be stated | 
that there fs no likelihood of any such action 
being taken so long as the agitation is con- 
ducted by private individuals. Buf, it is said 
at the State department, the precedent estab- 
lished in the case of Genet, the agent sent 
to this country by French revolutionists, 
would require the government peremptorily 
to stop the prosecution by fully accredited 
diplomatic agents of a belligerent nation of 
efforts to aid their cause within the United 


Ready to Sacrifice Everything. 

It fs gathered that the Boers are ready at 
the last extremity to sacrifice everything 
for which they have heretofore contended— 
to let the uitlanders to eaval privileges 
with native Boers in the Transvaal and 
Free State, to abandon the much-talked-of 
dynamite monopoly, and in fact to make any 
concession if the victorious British will 
allow them independence. They hope that 
the American people will bring such moral 
pressure to bear upon the English that this 
object can be attained.

He has been editor of the Western 
Christian Advocate at Cincinnati for many 
years, and has’ been a member of four

Dr. Moore was’ born on a farm, near 


Athens, O., in 1838, and was graduated at 


the Ohio- University in 1860: In the same 


year he entered the Ohid Conference, but 
when the civil war broke out he enlisted as 


a‘private in the Eighty-seventh Ohio Vol- 
unteers.

AGREE ON PLAGUE SITUATION. 


‘Health Officers and Attorneys for Chi- 
nese Decide Not to Make Bubonic 
Inoculation Compulsory. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 22.—At a meeting 
of the Board of Health and the attorneys of 
the Chinese Six Companies this afternoon 
a letter was drawn up for posting in China- 
town tp the effect that the Board of Health 
will not forcibly compel the Chinese to sub- 
mit to inoculation and that only those vol- 
unteering to undergo the operation would 
be .treated by the physicians. It was also 
decided that a house-to-house canvass of 
Chinatown would be made to discover, if 
possible, any hidden cases of the disease, if 
such exist, and: to: thoroughly cleanse the 
disease breeding spots. | 

' No new cases have been reported to the™ 
board, and that body now has every reason 
to believe that the plague has been com- 
pletely stamped out, though every precau- 
tion will be taken until this belief is veri- 
fied. The federal authorities are still inocu- 
lating Chinese who attempt to leave the city~’ 
by boat or train, but this may be stopped at 
once in view of the promising state of af- 
fairs in the city.

They Continue to Arrive in Chicago—

MUTINY ON THE

Trial for Men Who Attacked 
Petty Officers on Recent” 
Cruise of Vessel. 


ARMOR TO CAUSE DELAY. 


Ships Will Be Long in’ 
Bnilding. 


Washington, D. C., May 22. 
There has been a great deal of trouble on 


board the battleship Texas, and some of 


urbantes 
Trouble among the

on the Battleship absolute mutiny. The 
Texas. uprisings oecurred 


during the cruise 
which has recently ended at the Brookiys 
navy yard, and which included a visit to 
Galveston and a call at the Bermudas. The 
commanding officer of the ship, Captain 
Gibson, was about to go upon the retired 
list, and he preferred not to distinguish ii@ 
career in the last days by a series of courts- 
martial. He was led into a leniency which 
did no good among the more refractory 
members of the enlisted force of the ship. 

Some of the men were from the slum sea- 
tions of the big cities. A few of the most 
unruly were only apprentices, but Were 
men grown, with all the recklessness of 
city thugs. They attacked the master-al 
arms, the petty officers who are.in charge 
of the enliste® men, and fatally injured one 
of these officers. They openly defied those 
in authority and on one occasion they i 
sulted the commanding officer of the ship 
under such circumstances as led to one of 
the junior officers of the ship, acting as its 
executive at the time, to threaten to report 
the incident directly to the Navy depart 
ment, provided the Captain did not himself” 
take the necessary action. Beem 

This led the commanding officer to impose 
certain minor punishments, which did not 
mean much to the offenders, and who have 
since ostensibly paraded the co wtempt of 
naval authority. The situation grew m 
seriousness and the officers feared the crew 
would get beyond their control unless ie 
offenders were properly and promptly repri- 
manded. 

The failure to try the men by court-martial 


without delay or to impose the severest, 


punishments permitted by regulations en- 
couraged the original offenders to commit 
other breaches of discipline. The officers 
are said to have become alarmed as the 
prospect. They became nervous at the ap- 
parent indifference of the 

officer te order the offenders to trial. 

It was not until the ship reached New 
York that courts were convened, and ten 
men have been ordered before them. Some 
of the offenders will probably serve long . 
sentences at the naval prison at the Bostdn - 
navy yard. The offenses charge assauit 
with intent to kill, insubordination, mutiny, 
and general disobedience of orders. 

The specifications recite that certain men 
cowardly attacked their superidrs among 
the petty officers, going aloft and throwing 
down bolts and other articles with the in- 
tent of killing those whom they assaulted, 

The lack of discipline on board the Texas 
does not extend outside of the ten men Whe 
are now being tried by the court-martial, 
but the effect on the remainder of the crew 
of unpunished insubordination ts likely to be 
disastrous, the naval officials here fear,

Washington, D. ¢.; May 22,—{Specta 
The Weather Bureau’ summary of 
conditions for last week is as follows: 

“Abundant rains have relieved drou “ 
conditions in the middie Atlantic States, 
drought continues inthe upper 
Valley, Minneseta, and northern Wisconsin, 
and the need of rain: is beginning to be felt 
in portions of the east gulf States and 
Florida. The temperature conditions on the 
Pacific coast, in the Upper Missouri Valley, 
and over the greater part of the country 
east of the Mississippi River have been 
favorable for rapid growth, especially in the 
Ohio Valley and middie and south Atlantic 
States, although complaints of cool nights 
are received from Tennessee and the central 
gulf States. From Nebraska and Wyoming 
southward to the Rio Grande the week has 
been abnormally cool and unfavorable for 


the advancement of crops. On the Pacific 


coast crops have made satisfactory growth, 
although drying winds rroved detrimental 
to late grain in portions of California. 

‘‘In the Btates of the lower Missouri and 
upper Mississippi Valleys corn has experi- 
enced less favorable bonditions than in the 
previous week, owing to prevalence of low 
temperatures and excessive moisture. In
